Their Annual Session at San Frau-

SAN FRANCISC-O, Sept. 12.— Tho con- 


vention of tho Brotherhood of Locomo- 
ive firemen held a long session yester- 
Ifty. The reports of the grand officers 
were read antT'approved. Among the 
ecommendations made by Grand Mas- 
tor Sargeant is one, that the brother- 
lood erect in some central city a build- 
ng for offices of tho grand lodge to 
oost not less than $160,000, tho mouoy 
o bo raised by general assessments, also 
;hat steps bo taken to prohibit tho em- 
)loyment of Pinkertons or other armed 
'orces in time of strikes.
